The 
absurdity af these claims has now 
become manifest and Uncle Sam is 
doing everything to launch it from 
the camps.” 

In time, the women declare it will 
be learned that the cigarette does not 
contribute to the soldiers’ welfare 
and in the meantime it was decided 
to keep up the fight to discourage 
their use and to frown on the hysteria 
which would make every soldier a 
cigarette smoker.
